THE SURRENDER 
OF GEN. CRONJE. 


Boer General Turned Over as Prisoners 


to General R oberts A bout 4,000 
Men and Som e Guns* 


L ondon. Feb. 28.—It was announced 
that Lord Roberts notified the war office 
that the number of Boer prisoners ap­ 
proximates 4,000, of which about 1,150 
are citizens of the Orange Free State, 
although in one of the following dis­ 
patches he estimated the men captured 
at about 53,000. 
The remainder are citi­ 
zens of the Transvaal. 
These dispatches were received from 
Lord Roberts: 
“ P a a r d e b e r g , Feb. 28.-7:45 a. rn.— 
General Cronje and all of his force car 
pitulated unconditionally at daylight, 
and is now a prisoner in my camp. The 
strength of his force will be communi­ 
cated later. 
I hope that her majesty’s 
government will consider this event sat­ 
isfactory, oocuring, as it does, on the an­ 
ni vorsarv of Majuba.” 
“Paardeberg, 
ll 
o’clock Tuesday 
morning—From information furnished 
daily to me by the intelligence depart­ 
ment it became apparent that General 
Cronje’s force was becoming more de- 
pressed and that the discontent of the 
troops aud the discord among the lead­ 
ers was rapidly increasing. This feel­ 
ing was doubtless accentuated by the 
disappointment caused when the Boer 
reinforcements which tried to relieve 
General Cronje were defeated by our 
troops on Feb. 23. I resolved, there­ 
fore, to bring pressure to bear on the 
enemy. 
“Each night the trenches were pushed 
forward toward ti e enemy’s laager, so 
as to gradually contract his position and 
bt the same time I bombarded it heavily 
■with artillery, which was yesterday ma­ 
terially aided by the arrival of four six- 
Inch howitzers which I had ordered up 
from De Aar.

London, Feb. 28.—Enthusiasm,which 
exhibited in parliament over Lor I Rob­ 
erts’ graphic details of the surre Ider of 
General Cronje, spread quickly to the 
streets. Crowds of people again gath­ 
ered alxvut the war office and the other 
bulletin places. Frequent cheers were 
given for “ Bobs,” who is the hero of the 
hour, aud one old soldier became so ex­ 
cited in recounting the details of the 
victory that he fell dead.

tween the states. The advocates of the 
bill astert that Porto Rico is not a part of 
the United States, but merely a posses­ 
sion subject to its jurisdiction.

Issue is, therefore, not so much whether 
there shall or shall not be a tariff on 
Porto Ricon imports ai it is a question 
whether congress has the power nuder 
the constitution to impose snob a tariff. 
Upon the decision in this case will rest 
mainly the future gOTernment of all our 
Island dependencies.

Sure to Pass the Senate, Says 
a Columbus Dispatch. 


THE COMMITTEE CONSIDERED IT 


Ak Length Last Nigh! and W ill Have a 
Hearing Tuesday Night of Next Week

C olumbus, Feb. 28.—[Special]—The 
senate judiciary committee held a meet* 
lug last night aud considered the Clark 
local option bill at length in executive 
session.

tanced ludiuu pursuers and won bis 
rig the unstinted adm iration of the red 
men. 
It was during the time of the excite­ 
ment following the discovery of gold 
in Colorado. 
A great many people had 
aet out for this Kl Dorado. Jtf'd loug 
wagon trains were to be seen every 
day moving across the plains. 
Mr. 
Peppard was anxious to go, but there

Feb. 28.—It was announced 
that Bird Roberts notified the w ar office 
that the num ber of Boer prisoners ap­ 
proximates 4,000, of which about 1,150 
are citizens of the Orange Free State, 
although in one of the following dis­ 
patches he estim ated the men captured 
at ubout 8,000. 
The rem ainder are citi­ 
zens of the Transvaal. 
These dispatches were received from 
Bird Roberts: 
“P aardkbbho, Feb. 28.-—7:45 a. m .— 
General Cron je and all of his force ca­ 
pitulated unconditionally at daylight, 
and is now a prisoner in m y camp. The 
strength of his force will be communi­ 
cated later. 
I liojie that her m ajesty’s 
government will consider this event sat- 
isfactory, occuring, asitdoes, on the an ­ 
niversary of M ajubo.” 
*‘Paardeberg, 
11 
o'clock 
Tuesday 
morning—From information furnished 
daily to me by the intelligence depart­ 
ment it became apparent th at General 
Cronje’s force was lieeoming more de­ 
pressed and th at tho discontent of tho 
troops and tho discord among the lead­ 
ers was rapidly increasing. This feel­ 
ing was doubtless accentuated by tho 
disappointment caused when the Boer 
reinforcements w hich tried to relieve 
Gt •neral Cronje were defeated by our 
troops on Fob. 23. 
I resolvod, there­

forward toward tl e enem y’s laager, so

“ in m y reply, I told General C ro n je 
lie must present him self at my camp, 
and that his forces mi g come out of 
their laager after laying down their 
arms. 
By 7 a. m. I received General 
Cronje, and dispatched a telegram to 
you announcing the fact.

In capturing Cronje he has 
taken a leader whose presence alone was 
worth thousands to the Boer cause. 
The best opinion here is that the 
Transvaalers are certain to continue the 
fight with undiminished valor, but it is 
not so certain about the Free Staters. 


THE SURRENDER 
OF OEN. CRONJE 


Boer General Turned Over as Prisoner* 
to General R oberts About 4,000 
Men and Some Guns. 


London. Fob. 28.—It was announced 
that Lord Roberts notified the war office 
that the number of Boer prisoners ap­ 
proximates 4,000, of which about 1,150 
arc citizens of the Orange Free State, 
although iii one of the following dis­ 
patches lie estimated the men captured 
at about 23,000. 
The remainder are citi­ 
zens of the Transvaal. 
These dispatches were received from 
Lord Roberts: 
“Paardebero, Feb. 28.—7:45 a. rn.— 
General Cronje and all of his force ca­ 
pitulated unconditionally at daylight, 
and is now a prisoner in my camp. The 
strength of his force will be communi­ 
cated kiter. 
I hope that her majesty’s 
government will consider this event sat- 
isfactory, occuring, as it does, on the an­ 
niversary of M ajuba.” 
“Paardeberg, 
ll 
o’clock 
Tuesday 
morning—From information furnished 
daily to me by the intelligence depart­ 
ment it, became apparent that General 
Cronje’s force was becoming more de­ 
pressed and that the discontent of tho 
troops and the discord among the lead­ 
ers was rapidly increasing. This feel­ 
ing was doubtless accentuated by the 
disappointment caused when the Boer 
reinforcements which tried to relieve 
General Cronje were defeated by our 
troops on Feb. 23. I resolved, there­ 
fore, to bring pressure to bear on the 
enemy. 
“Each night the trenches were pushed 
forward toward ti e enemy’s laager, so 
aa to gradually contract his position and 
af the same time I bombarded it heavily 
^rith artillery, which was yesterday ma­ 
terially aided by the arrival of four six- 
jpch howitzers which I had ordered up 
from De Aar. 
In carrying out these 
mea sores a captive balloon gave great 
Assistance by keeping us informed of the 
^positions and movements of the en­ 
emy. 
"At 3 a. in. today a most dashing ad-

enemy and within 80 yards of hi- 
trenches, where our men entrenched 
themselves and maintained their posi­ 
tions till morning, a gallant deed wor­ 
thy of our colonial comrades and which. 
I am glad to say, was attended by com­ 
paratively slight loss. 
“ This apparently clinched matters, 
for, at daylight today, a letter signed by 
General Cronje, in which he stated that 
he surrendered unconditionally, was 
brought to our outposts under a flag of 
true. 
"in my reply, I told General Cronje 
he must present himself at my camp, 
and that his forces nog come out of 
their laager after laying down their 
arms. By 7 a. rn. I received General 
Cronje, and dispatched a telegram to 
you announcing the fact.

L o n d o n, Feb. 28.—Enthusiasm,which 
exhibited in parliament over Lor I Rob­ 
erts’ graphic details of the surre Ider of 
General Cronje, spread quickly to the 
streets. Crowds of people again gath­ 
ered atjout the war office and the other 
bulletin places. Frequent cheers were 
given for “ Bobs,” who is the hero of the 
hour, and one old soldier became so ex­ 
cited in recounting the details of the 
victory that he fell dead.

The impression prevaiis 
among some people that the charter ob­ 
tained by the railroad company from the 
state prohibits Sunday trains, and that 
rights-of-wav were granted by Ohio land 
owners with the same provision. The 
petitioners propose to investigate both 
beliefs. 


C o lu m b u s, Feb. 28.—[Special]—The 
senate judiciary committee held a meet­ 
ing last night and considered the Clark 
local option bill at length in executive 
session. 
It was decided to give the 
friends and opponents of the bill a hear­ 
ing at a meeting to be held Tuesday 
night of next week.

Mr. Clark, the author of the bill, says it 
will have 20 votes, and a newspaper 
canvass shows that at least 18 senators 
are openly favorable.

Over 10,000 Ohio valley citizens peti­ 
tioned General Manager Loree for a dis­ 
continuance of Sunday trains on the 
Cleveland and Pittsburg railroad, and he 
has promised that no additional regular 
and no cheap ezcnrsion trains will be 
ran, bat has refused to withdraw the 
train now running between Pittsburg 
and Bellaire 
This train, Mr. Loree 
says, was put on to meet the demands of 
business men. 
The impression prevails 
among some people that the charter ob­ 
tained by the railroad company from the 
state prohibits Sunday trains, and that 
rights-of • wav were granted by Ohio land 
owners with the same provision. The 
petitioners propose to investigate both 
beliefs. 


C o lu m b u s , Feb. 28.—[Special]—The 
senate judiciary committee held a meet­ 
ing last night and considered the Clark 
local option bill at length in ezecutive 
session. It was decided to give the 
frieuds and opponents o f the bill a hear­ 
ing at a meeting to be held Tuesday 
night of next week. 
The bill was considered only in its 
legal phases last night. 
The clause 
making the reputation of a place Buffi 
cient to convict was alleged by some to 
be unconstitutional but the committee 
as a whole did not uphold this conten­ 
tion.

This will be a severe blow to the 
opponents of the measure, who had 
hoped the senate woald amend it and it 
wonld have to go back to the house for 
concurrence and perhaps be killed there 
There is little or no doubt that the bill 
will pass the senate with votes to spare. 
Mr. Clark, the anther of the bill, says it 
will have 20 votes, and a newspaper 
canvass shows that at least 18 senators 
are openly favorable.

tanced Indian pursuers and won bis 
rig the m istim ed adm iration of tiie red 
men. 
It was during the time of tlie excite 
merit following the discovery of gold 
In Colorado. 
A great many people bad 
set out for Ibis Kl Dorado. !fat'd long 
wagon trains were to be seec every 
day moving across the plains. 
Mr. 
Peppard w as anxious to go, but there 
w as one great ditiieulty in the w ay— j 
be didn't have the money to buy horses ; 
mill 
wagon 
So 
he sat 
down 
and 
thought it ail over, ami then as u result 
he gave out that In* was going to build 
a wagon w ith a sail, which la* thought 
would make ihe trip in about as good 
tim e as any prairie schooner that was 
floating around over the wild and wool- i 
ly west. 
W hen he first began to build the , 
wagon, tin* wise men of the town all I 
laughed at him for wasting Ills time on ! 
sncli a craft. Just as other wise men of , 
Noah’s time scoffed at the good pntrl- I 
arch. 
M r IVppnrd's advisers declared 
that If he attempted to navigate such a 
craft he would certainly be killed, and 
the people In general looked the wagon 
over, shook their heads and called it 
"Pe p p a rd ‘a folly.” 
BUt 
M r 
Peppard kept on saw ing 
wood and turning It into wheels and 1 
running gear and boards. 
At last It 
w as tlulshcd. 
It was made of rough 
lumber and shaped like a skiff. 
It was 
eight fee! long from prow to stern and 
three feet across at amidships and two 
feet deep. 
The bed was placed on a 
running gear w ith axles six feet apart, 
the wheels all the same size and about
